ington, W. Va., left police mystified 
as to wiiy they snatched a convicted 
pri.soner from a 25-year sentence. 
The four opened a deadly pistol 
gun fire on the officers car soon 
after the 
deputies left Charleston 
for 
the 
state 
penitentiary 
at 
Moundsville with a youth 
senten­ 
ced a few hours earlier to 25 years 
imprisonment for armed robbery. 
As the deputies’ car came to a 
halt, w'ith one dead and one w’oiind- 
ed, the gunmen pulled the prisoner 
into their 
automobile 
and 
sped 
back tow-ard Charleston. 
A 
short 
time 
later, 
the 
bullet- 
riddled body of the robber, Homer 
Harper, 19, was found in an abaui 
tioned automobile near his paren ts’ 
residence in Huntington, about 40 
miles from Charleston. 
Bullets rained from 
the 
gun­ 
m en’s car as it pulled up behind 
the other machine and Deputy Roy 
Shamblin, 
who 
was 
guarding 
the
